Dunedin, December 16, 10.30 a.m, 

The Legislative Council threw out the 
Otago Harbor Empowering and Otago 
University Bills. 

In the House there was a long debate on 
the Property Tar Bill, which was steadily 
opposed by Grey, Macandfew, and others.- 
The second reading was carried by 41 to 22, 
In committee) Diok moved reduction of the 
tax to a half-penny, which was carried by 36 
to 24. The Premier thereupon said the 
reduction would seriously embarrass the Go- 
vernment as at a penny the tax would only 
realise £208,000. Atkinson moved that the 
amount stand at seven-eights of a penny, 
which was carried on the voices, In addition 
to seven-eights of a penny on all property 
taxable under the Bill, the measure imposes 
a duty, of £1 10s per cent, on all premiums 
received iu respect of all fii'e, marine or 
guarantee poticies issued by any insurance 
company. The taxes are to be payable in 
two equal instalments on such days as the 
Gnvernor-in-Councit shall appoint. 

Parliament is to he prorogued by com- 
mission. 

Wilkinson, who formerly held a high 
position in Glasgow, was ruined by the 
Glasgow Bank failure, and arrived here two 
months since with his family to settle, died 
suddenly yesterday of apoplexy. 

The Rev. Arthur Graves has been com- 
mitted for trial for forgery. In the course 
of the proceedings he made such extraordinary 
statements that the prosecutor, Archdeacon 
Edwards, suggested that he should be 
examined medically. 

A curious application was made at the 
bankruptcy sitting of the Supreme Court 
yesterday, namely, that a bankrupt who 
received his discharge in 1870 and paid a 
dividend of 8s 4d in the pound should be 
summoned under the bankruptcy legislation 
of 1 867 to submit to an examination to show 
whether or not he was able now to pay ten 
shillings in the pound. The decision of his 
Honor, which is to be given on Monday, will 
be watched with interest. The alleged 
person against whom the proceedings are 
directed occupies a responsible official posi- 
tion in the Dunstan district.

OUR BY-LAWS. 

To the Editor o/The Cromwell Argus. 

Sir,— I have waited for some time in order to 
see if same abler person than myself would refer 
to the judgment of our worthy R.M. in the 
Oases of "Police v. MacKellar" and "Polices. 
Scott," breach of Borough by-laws in allowing 
horses to stray within the municipal bounds. 
According to The Argus of 4th November, 
Major Keddell, R.M., dismissed the informations, 
holding that the by-law under which the action 
had been taken was nuU and mid, as being 
repugnant to the terms of the Impounding 
Ordinance, which fixes the maximum penalty at 
one pound, while the by-law fixes the penalty at 
a sum not exceeding fi ve pounds. Now, it seems 
pretty clear that the R.M. in giving judgment 
had in view section 345 of " The Municipal 
Corporations Act, 1876," which rnna thns : — 
“ Every by-law repugnant to any Act or Ordi- 
nance of the General Assembly or any Provincial 
Legislature for the time being in force in the 
Borough shall be null and void,” and the parties 
seem to have omitted to bring under the R.M.’s 
notice section 36 of the Municipal Amendment 
Act, 1878. This section amends section 345 by 
striking out the words in italics, viz., "or Ordi- 
nance," or “any Provircial Legislature." The 
effect of this amendment, 1 take it, is that the 
Borough Council can make any by-law it likes, 
even if it is repugnant to an Ordinance, provided 
it is not repugnant to an Act of the Oeneral 
Assembly, and that the by-law is on any of 
the subjects specified in the Act of 1876. I 
cannot help thinking that had the provisions 
of the Amendment Act been brought under 
the notice of Major Keddell, he would have 
supported the by-law instead of ruling that 
it was null and void. However, as the ques- 
tion is one that affects the public and the 
Corporation funds to a considerable extent, it 
may perhaps be advisable for the Council to 
consider whether it would not be as well to 
instruct one of its officers to lay an information 
against some citizen for allowing his cattle to 
wander, and also to instruct the Corporation 
Solicitor to support the prosecution. By adopt- 
ing this course the ratepayers will have tho 
satisfaction of ascertaining whether their by-laws 
are worth the paper they are written on or not.

Major Atkinson announced in the House 
on Wednesday, that the next Parliament would 
be summoned for despatch of badness in May.

An articlein alate issue of Westgarth's Circular 
Btates that the email loans which municipal 
and other publio bodies in New Zealand have 
endeavored to get floated in tho English market 
have been unsuccessful on account of their 
smallness, And suggests that some plan of unify, 
ing these stocks by some arrangement for each 
colony under a Government Commission should 
be devised, under which arrangement borrowing 
bodies would have to be jointly and severally 
liable. If this were done it thinks that such 
loans might be floated at 5 per cent. 

The Married Women’s Property Bill intro- 
duced by Mr Finn, and which has passed the 
second reading, provides that a married woman 
shall be capable of holding, acquiring, alienating 
and devising real estate as if she were femme 
sole. The real property of women married after 
this Act comes into force will be held by them 
as if unmarried, and real property acquired by 
them before the Act comes into force is to be 
held as if they were unmarried. A married 
woman’s earnings are to be deemed her own 
property, and her deposits in savings banks to 
be deemed her separate property. Personal 
property coming to her is to be her own. She 
can also effect a policy of insurance, 

A striking example of combining busi- 
ness with pleasure has been communicated to 
us. A member of the Government Railway 
Survey staff having quite recently taken to him- 
self a partner for life, has adopted the novel idea 
of spending his honeymoon under canvas. He 
is now engaged on the survey of a section of rail- 
way in this Island, accompanied by his wife.

American Court of the Garden Palace 
no exhibit haa attracted more attention than 
* * the Automatic B Arm an,” from the celebrated 
manufactory of Cyrua A. Shook, Pittsburgh Va. 
The wonderful mechanism by which the 
automaton is moved has been a subject of the 
moat appropriate interest with “The Interior 
Arrangements Committee of the International 
Exhibition” ever since the opening day, and 
their constant study of it is quite on a par with 
the wonderful order and regularity of their own 
work. The regulations of the Exhibition have 
prevented any display of the actual work of the 
automaton in what might be called a practical 
form. Offers of his assistance were made, it is 
understood, to the various proprietors of bars in 
the building and grounds ; but the Executive 
Commissioner could not see his way, when so 
many hard-working people 1 are complaining of 
want of employment, to permit the assumption 
by a mere machine of so elevating, refined t and 
intellectual an .occupation as that of barman, 
ft either, of course, could the automaton be per* 
mitted to leave the building until the close of 
the Exhibition. Some funny fellow suggested 
that he should be dressed up as a policeman, set 
in motion, and let walk out. It was considered 
certain that the dull regularity of his features, 
and a tendency to walk as if his heels were in 
front, would have made him unrecognisable as 
anything but a policeman. Fortunately, how- 
ever,^ the last California mail steamer brought a 
duplicate of the “Automatic Barman,” and this 
was at once secured by Mr Edward Perkins, the 
well-known proprietor of the Exchange hotel, at 
the corner of George and King streets. Mr Per- 
kins is, as most people are aware, an American 
himself, and was quick to see and appreciate the 
advantages of the new machine. Indeed its 
purchase in itself was a very good advertisement 
tor his hotel. On Saturday evening last Mr 
Perkins invited a number of leading citizens to 
see the automatic barman at work for the first 
time, and it can easily be understood, consider- 
ing the novelty of the occasion, that the invita- 
tion was generally accepted. At six o T clock 
precisely Mr Hosea H. Spinks, the representative 
of Mr Shookin Sydney, wound up the automaton, 
through an aperture in the back of its head, and 
announced that its machinery ran for exactly 12 
hours. The machinery is set in motion by 
pressing a small button on the top of the figure’s 
nose, and this, which might be termed the open- 
ing ceremony, was performed by Mr Johnny 
Cowan, of Burton’s Australian Circus. Directly 
the button was touched, the automaton, in the 
moat natural manner, took up its position behind 
the counter, and received and executed an order 
of 13 associated drinks, with an accuracy and 
rapidity that were perfectly wonderful, and 
elicited loud manifestations of applause from the 
spectators, The wonder, however, was soon 
heightened. Two well-known geutlemen, Messrs 
Dunnup and Downey, entered the hotel and 
called, the one for rum and the other for a long 
beer. The automatic .barman drew the liquors, 
but before delivering them reached out hia hand 
for the money. This acute perception of the 
idiosyncraciea of Messrs' D. and D. seemed 
perfectly miraculous in a mere machine ; - but 
the astonishment of those present was heightened 
when, in answer to a request to 11 chalk ’em up,” 
the automaton said “Our slate is broke, and the 
billiard-marker Btole' the chalk — cash up,” and 
cashed up it was. It is not too much say that 
everyone agreed that American ingenuity had 
triumphed. over even the wonders of Heller or 
Professor Pepper, and it Is scarcely known how 
far the amusement would have gone but for an 
unfortunate incident which for a time stopped 
the proceedings, A foolish fellow, who had 
wandered into the house in a state of half- 
drunkenness, and to whose appeals for a nobler 
the automatic barman paid no heed, suddenly, 
and without giving any warning, spat in its 
face. The consequences were very serious. 
With a frightful yell the automaton threw off 
its coat, waistcoat, necktie, and paper collar, 
drew its shirt over its head, and, seizing the 
unhappy wretch who had insulted it, hurled 
him through the bar door and into the street. 
It then announced that there would be a “high 
old muss here for the next quarter of an hour,” 
and to the horror o! the spectators turned its 
wrath against. them. An immediate movement 
was made to get out of the bar, hut, unfortunately, 
Mr John Bryan, the genial dramatic agent,.’ was 
the first to endeavor to pass through the door, 
and owing to its extreme narrowness stuck there 
for some minutes, thus preventing all egress. 
Duriug this time the shrieks and cries of those in 
the rear rank of the crowd were heart-rending. 
When the spectators had all got of the bar, Mr 
Perkins, with commendable presence of mind, shut 
the door in the automatic barman’s face and looked 
it in effectually, but at the Bame time locked 
very much concerned because of the fact that the 
automaton’s machinery would not run down for 
nearly 12 hours, and in the meantime it would 
have to be left to its own Bweet will. The noise 
within the bar for tlie next few hours was fright- 
ful, and attracted, indeed, the attention of the 
police ; but on the state of matters being ex- 
plained to them, and Mr Perkins offering to un- 
lock the door and let them into the bar, they in 
the most courteous manuer declined to interfere, 
pointing out that the result to so delicate a piece 
of mechanism as the Automatic Barman might 
be very expensive, if not irreparable. At about 
two in the morning the howls and stampings of 
tlie automaton, which had been decreasing in 
noise for some time, ceased altogether, bat no 
attempt was made to enter the bar until the 12 
hours allotted for the running of the machinery 
had long passed. Then, an entry being made, 
tho automaton, run down as one might say, 
was found lying near the counter with an empty 
brandy bottle at its side, and all the money from 
the till in its right hand breeches pocket. For- 
tunately it had only sustained slight injury, aud 
this was speedily repaired. Mr Spinka, too, has 
explained that the automatic barmen are pre- 
pared to suit different localities or classes of 
trade, and that Mr Perkins unwittingly got hold 
of what is known iu the trade as an n A1 fighting 
barman.” The figure had not been labelled. A 
slight alteration in the machinery, however, 
which was effected yesterday, has converted it 
into the M prine peacemaker barman” warranted 
for gentleness of disposition, so that when Mr 
Penkina sots it going to-night as is his inten- 
tion, there need be no apprehension of aerioua 
conscquaucoa . — Sydney Daily Telegraph.

It must be hard times for clerks in Christ- 
church at present. A few days since an 
advertisement was inserted in the* Christ- 
church . papers for a clerk in ai merchant’s 
office. ’ No less than 178 applications were 
received during the week: following the 
notice; although the salary offered was only 
35s per week. 

Dr Menzies has succeeded in carrying a 
motion in the Legislative Council to the 
effect that travellers be allowed to retain the 
seat first taken by them all through the 
journey. The snug comers of railway 
carriages are now safe to those who first get 
seated in them, and the necessity for forcibly 
dragging out interlopers will no longer exist. 

At Wanganui on Thursday morning last, 
about two o'clock, the tent used as a 
stable for the horses and zebras in Chiarini’s 
circus caught fire. The night watchman 
loosened die animals and let them go. The 
tent was burned down. The animals 
scampered over the town, but were all re- 
captured. The loss is estimated at about 
£400. 

“ Captain Moonlight,” the bushranger, 
under the name of Scott was 12 years ago in 
employment as shopman with Mr James 
Wood, of Napier. He joined Captain Fraser’s 
troop in the Mounted Constabulary in 1876, 
and was appointed Troop Sergeant. He took 
part ill the campaign against Tito Kowaru, 
but for some offence he was dismissed from 
the service. 

The contract for supplying all the North 
Island railways with coal was secured by New 
Zealand collerics, so that only New Zealand 
coal will be used on those railways during the 
comingyear. It is hoped that similar arrange- 
ments will be made for the Middle Island 
railways. Not only are the tenders lower 
than Newcastle, but the coal is very much 
superior for steam purposes. 

A public horsewhipping case occurred at 
Wellington last week under the following 
circumstances : — A young man courted a 
young lady and gave her several articles of 
jewellery. For some reason he left Wel- 
lington. On the jeweller sending in his bill, 
it was opened by a brother of the young man, 
who forwarded it to the young lady, suggest- 
ing that as she was the holder of the 
merchandise, she should pay the bill. This 
so incensed the lady’B brother, that ho 
publicly horsewhipped the writer of the 
impertinent letter. [An assault case in 
connection with above — Watt v. White — re- 
sulted in defendant being fined 5s.] 

The Grey River Argue speaks hopefully of 
a new rush in that locality : — The rush to 
the Seventeen-Mile Beach still continues, 
the news from it being of a good character, 
and hopes are entertained that the lead will 
be traced into the flat, in which case it will 
turn out one of the largest rushes in New 
Zealand, and be the means of giving employ- 
ment to thousands. There is also every pro- 
bability of good quartz-reefs being discovered, 
as the creeks are found to be full of quartz 
boulders, and the district is one that has for 
years been lovingly regarded by experienced 
quartz-reefers. The officers of the Warden’s 
Court are still busily .engaged in issuing 
miners’ rights and receiving applications for 
races, tunnels, &o.

’DREY GOVERNMENT.

t The Times of the'6llT October last has h 
leading article on the downfall of the Grey 
Goyemmont, "which isjwell Worthy. of atten- 
tion. The article coni mences by remarking 
that “a Ministerial oris^ aqd a change uf 
Ministry in New Zealand are the natural and 
inevitable. results of the recent proceedings 
of the Colonial Premier, Sic George CrBy,” 
After summarising very, fairly the course, of 
events which preceeded and followed the dis- 
solution and .observing,: in passing, that Sir 
George Grey , was defeated by a , majority 
equal to one-sixth of the total number, .of 
members, it proceeds) “It can hardly be 
doubted that the colonists have had enough 
of Sir George, Grey and his schemes. For 
two years the colony liaii been disturbed by 
multiplied projects of democratic change, 
which has not been sought for by any in- 1 
fluential body of citizens, and by misunder- 
standings with the Queen’s representative 
and the Home Government, which are nut 
to the taste of so loyal a community as the 
people of New Zealand. To these ’ reasons 
for discontent has been lately added the feel- 
ing excited by Sir George Grey’s refusal to 
interfere between the settlers and the Maoris 
in the Taranaki land dispute. As Sir George 
Grey has come into power, not so much by 
the aid of any popular movement in favor of 
universal suffrage, or other democratic 
measures, , as, through a temporary, reaction 
against the policy pursued by the previous 
Adminstrations, the abolition of. the Pro- 
vincial system, the develupement , of cen- 
tralisation, and the bold financial enterprises 
of Sir Julius Vogel, he has found that his 
hold Upon the country is easily shaken off. 
The hostile vote of the Legislature has been, 
followed by a more decisive defeat upon the ; 
appeal to the constituencies, -and for the 
present it may be taken for granted" Sir 
George Grey’s career as a Minister in New; 
Zealand is at an end. Jit cannot he wished, 
either in the interest ot. the colony or of 'the' 
Mother Country, that Sir George Grey should : 
again obtain the control of the policy of New. 
Zealand. We regret this, for the sake of a 
public servant who, in his. time, has filled 
high and responsible offices with distinction.” 
After sketching Sir George Grey’s past 
official career, and describing ( his entrauce 
into party 1 jfbliti'ca, the article continues 
“ Sir George Grey promised to give the 
colony universal suffrage, shortened Parlia- 
ments, and representation according to num- 
bers, but having no force of public opinion 
behind him, his pledges remained barren and 
his inability to give effect to the schemes which 
he declared to be necessary brought his Go- 
vernment into something like contempt. His 
executive adminstratiou was not more fortun- 
ate than his legislative enterprises. : He was 
repeatedly charged with unconstitutional pro- 
ceedings, and a deplorable want of temper 
involved him in a quarrel with the late 
Governor, the Marqnis of Normanby, which 
lasted until the latter was transferred to the ! 
Governorship of Victoria at the close of last 
year. Public opinion in the colony was by 1 
no means prepared to adopt the extravagant 
conclusions to which the Prime Minister 
would have committed them, and men of all 
opinions and connections have combined to 
repudiate his policy. In other respects the 
administration of Sir George Grey ha 3 been 
not less lucky. His financial management 
has been severely criticised, and a deficit of 
about a quarter of a million must probably be 
acknowledged. He has fallen out with more 
than one of his colleagues. His Attorney- 
General left him in June, and his Treasurer 
a few weeks later, the latter after a personal 
altercation with the Prime Minister in the 
Government Offices, which caused much 
scandal throughout the colony. But it is 
the Native policy of- Sir George Grey that 
has been viewed with the greatest disappoint- 
ment. When the late Ministry was formed, 
the most sanguine hopes wore founded upon , 
Sir George Grey's supposed influence over i 
the Maoris, and his skill and experience in j 
dealing with them. As it has turned out, 
however, native relations have been in a less 
satisfactory state within the past two years 
than at any time since the close of the Maori 
war. The agrarian troubles in Taranaki 
were only a symptom of the prevailing un- 
easiness. It appears that the Government 
has shown in its management of the Maoris 
at once a want of consideration for their . 
claims, and a want of firmness in encounter- 
ing violence and defiance of law. The settlers 
of Taranaki, whose farms were recently in- 
vaded by bands of Maori ploughmen, com- 
plain bitterly that the Government refused 
not only to protect their property, but even 
to advise them how to act. They liavB them- 
selves arrested the intruders, and fortunately 
the Maoris, though asserting their alleged 
rights in a violent manner, do not seem in- 
clined to offer any further resistance. The 
exasperation of the colonists, however, is 
natural, and probably it h<i3 as much to do 
with the defeat of Sir George Grey's Govern- 
ment as even the animosity aroused by his 
disturbing projects of democratic change, and 
his unfriendly attitude towards the Mother 
Country.” Such is the calm and deliberate 
judgment passed by the leading paper of 
the world on the political career of “ tho 
Great Pro - Consul. Although studiously 
moderate in tone, it is absolutely crushing 
in its complete exposuroof Sir George Grey’s 
utter, failure in the uncougenial role of" a 
constitutional Premier. >
